Phere is provision for a public swimming bath to take the 
place of the old swimming holein which you used to splash 
around when a boy. Public parks which are now merely 
vacant lots are to be equipped with swings, sand piles and all 
the paraphernalia necessary to childish enjoyment, and super- 
visors will be on hand to see that the enjoyment is as com- 
plete as possible. 

The cost of the whole thing is a trifle, being only a 
fraction of the half mill levied to cover parks development, 
But in the sane consideration of such a matter the cost cannot 
he allowed to be the determining factor, because there is a 
credit balance which cannot be computed in dollars and cents. 
With proper playgrounds provided there will be proportion: 
ately less for the Children’s Aid to attend to and a consequent 
diminuation of heart-aches and = mother-woes. Without 
playgrounds, the 444 who passed through the hands of the 
Children’s Aid last year must be accepted as merely a mani- 
festation of what-is certain to come. 

Yo defeat the playgrounds bylaw, as is being seriously 
urged in some quarters, would be heartless and callous 
brutality.

Cipriani, Italian Rebel, 
Begins 70th Year Today. 
Amileare Cipriani, the fire-eating Ita- 
lian revolutionist and veteran of Gart- 
bald’s army, will begin his seventieth 
years today, having been born in old 
Rimint on March 11, 1845. No hero of 
a Richard Harding Davis novel ever 
had 80 many hairbreadth escapes ag 
Cipriani, who has served many terms 
in prison, has been twice condmned to 
death, and is now an exile from his na- 
tlve land. A few weeks ago he was 
elected to the Italian chamber of depu- 
ties by a Milan constituency, but the 
decree of banishment will prevent him 
from taking his seat, as it has on elght 
previous occasions when Italian soctal- 
ists have chosen Cipriant as their re- 
presentative at Rome.

Recommend That E. L. Ferris 
Offer Be Accepted, 


PRICE FIXED IS SIX 
HUNDRED DOLLARS ACRE 


lf Second Cemetery Be Needed 
Laurier Park May 
Be Used, 


Having considered the various offers 
submitted to the council by owners 
of land in and adjacent to the city for 
cemctery purposes, the committee on 
safety and health reached a decision in 
the matter yesterday afternoon and re- 
ported to the council last night the fol- 
lowing recommendations, which were 
adopted: 

“Your committee, after investigating 
this matter, would recommend: 

“First—That the amended offer of E. 
L. Ferris, (No, 21) for the northerly 
80 acres of the southwest quarter of 
85-62-24 West of the fourth, at the price 
of $600 per acre be accepted; and that 
the proper and necessary advertise- 
ments to enable a money bylaw to be 
voted upon 6n April 6th be prepared by 
the proper officials, and all advertise- 
ments and other proceedings necessary 
be taken. 

“Second—That if the council should 
consider it advisable and necessary to 
have a-cemetery site in the west end 
of the city, that the northern portion 
of Laurier Park be so used, if such ts 
deemed suitable, 

“Third—That the committee take 
further action and investigate and re- 
port upon a cemetery site for the south 
side,” 

Thinks Too Valuable. 

Alderman Clarke as chairman of this 
committee reported that since the name 
of Alderman Kinney had been added 
to take the place of Alderman May who 
had withdrawn his name from the com- 
nilttee it was found that by reducing 
the sizé of the proposed cemetery in the 
north east end to $0 acres it was pos- 
sible for the committee to reach a de- 
cision, Alderman Clarke alse pointed 
out that he did not favor the second 
clause of the recommendation, belleving 
as he did that Laurier Park is too yal- 
uable to be used for cemetery purposes 
and that it might be sold at a figure 
that would purchase several sites and 
leave money over for maintenance and 
other purposes, 

Alderman Clarke then moved that the 
sum’ of $50,613.34 be included in the 
money bylaws to be submitted to the 
people-on April 6th, this being the 
necessary amount to complete the pur- 
chase of the cemetery site, including 
five per cent. for marketing the de- 
bentures and other expenses in connec- 
tion therewith. 

West End Cemetery. 

Alderman Sheppard said that he was 
in accord with the idea of purchasing 
this site, believing that there would be 
a very large population in that part of 
the city and it would be a hardship to 
ask them to go a long distance to a 
cemetery. He also advocated that steps 
should be taken to provide a west end 
cemetery and if this did not met with 
the aproval of the south side residents 
they should also be provided with a 
cemetery. He thought, however, that 
if portion of Laurier Park is chosen 
and another bridge built across the 
river at that point this site might bo 
satisfactory for both south siders and 
the residents in the west end. 

Alderman Kinney sald that he be- 
lieved 80 acres was quite sufficient 
especially in view of the conditions of 
the money market. He suggested that 
when this cemetery Is filled as well as 
the one in the west end, the people may 
be ready for a crematory proposition. 

Alderman May urged that this is one 
of the big questions of the day and in 
his opinion {t should be submitted to 
the people in the form of a plebiscite, 
not one site but seyeral sites in each 
locality, 

When Alderman Calder learned that 
the site recommended in the north easi 
section of the city is located over & mile 
outside of the city limits he said that 
this was a most unfortunate situation, 
as there should be paved roads te it 
and this may not be possible under the 
conditions, Jt was polntea out by Ald- 
erman Campbell and others that even 
without a pavement this road is on 
rising ground and would not be very 
bad at any season of the year. 


Met With Opposition. 

Clause 2 of the committee report 
dealing with Laurier Park met with 
considerable opposition from members 
Alderman Smith point - 
ed out very clearly that the under 
strata at this point has been tested and 
found to be a coarse gravel and that 
the seepage would undoubtedly drain | 
to the river above the point where the! 
intake pipe is located. He suggested 
that before anything is done in this 
respect the provincial board of health 
should be asked to pronounce on the 
matter, 

The Sunnybrook farm, known as the 
old Pinckston estate was again dis. | 
cussed and an amendment, moved by 
Alderman Smjth that it be purchased 
at $550 an acre, was put and declared 
lost, Aldermen Clarke and Campbell! 
voting with the mover, and Aldermer! 
May, Douglas, Calder, Sheppart anil

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DIMINUTION OF HEART-ACHES 


In the annual report of the children’s shelter it is set out 
that 444 juveniles who, for one reason or another, required 
protection or direction passed through the hands of that 
institution in 1913, 

This showing, while it is a tribute to the usefulness and 
the good work being done by the Children’s Aid, must /also 
‘indicate to those who give such matters thought that there‘is 
a constantly-growing necessity for a better environment in 
this city for a much larger number of children than actually 
came into the hands of the institution. 

The Children’s Aid is the modern application of that 
all-eembracing charitableness which presumes that what is 
called crime in children is merely mis-directed energy, and that 
the cure is not the cruelty of prisons and the lash, but a better 
environment in which the child has the opportunity to develop 
along normal lines. 

Play is the part in nature’s scheme which provides the 
children with the proper outlet for their energies and the 
opportunities for physical and mental development. But as 
the city-grows and the surface of the earth becomes covered 
with buildings or fenced off against trespass, the opportunities 
for play are circumscribed, Everyone who has lived in a large 
city is familiar with the handicap under which the city boy 
g1ows, as compared with the village youth or the country lad. 
The sand lot turns out ball players and freckled-faced 
Scrappers, Who pound for pound, can rip the cover off the 
asphalt product of any city in the universe and who keep con- 
tinually coming to town and doing it in politics, industry, 
science and art. 

If, therefore, the children of the city are to have the 
opportunity to develop as they should, they must have plenty 
of room to play and the facilities and equipment necessary to 
healthy, natural exercise. This is what the bylaws providing 
for expenditures on parks and playgrounds, upon which the 
ratepayers are asked to vote on April 6, propose to provide. 
There is provision for a public swimming bath to take the 
place of the old swimming hole-in which you used to splash 
around when a boy. Public parks which are now merely 
vacant lots are to be equipped with swings, sand piles and all 
the paraphernalia necessary to childish enjoyment, and super: 
visors will be on hand to see that the enjoyment is as com- 
plete as possible... a 

The cost of the whole thing is a trifle, being only a 
fraction of the half mill levied to cover parks development, 
But in the'sane consideration of such a matter the cost cannot 
be allowed to be the determining factor, because there is a 
credit balance which cannot be computed in dollars and cents. 
With proper playgrounds provided there will be proportion- 
ately less for the Children’s Aid to attend to and a consequent 
diminuation of heart-aches and. mother-woes. Without 
playgrounds, the 444 who passed through the hands of the 
Children’s Aid last year must be accepted as merely a mani- 
festation of what-is certain to come. 

To defeat the playgrounds bylaw, as is being seriously 
urged in some quarters, would be heartless and callous 
brutality.

Edmonton obtained 94.11 for the unsold debentures on hand 
from last year. The interest rate in each case is five per cent. 
which means that something more than five has to be- paid 
for the money actually received. These are not temporary 
loans, but long-term debenture issues. While prices for issues 
of this character are no better, the prudent course will-be to 
borrow only what cannot be done without.” 

The foregoing from the Bulletin is untrue, and_ the 
Bulletin is fully aware of its untruth when it publishes the 
Statement, as the same statement, made previously by the 
Bulletin, has already been corrected by no less an authority 
than the city treasurer. 

Calgary sold $2,243,117 at 931%. Adding the accrued

Adding the 
accrued interest, as in the Calgary case, the aggregate 
amounted to 984. 

In either way of figuring, Edmonton got a higher price.

| TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 


Jeewish Festival of Purtm, the 

Hebrew Carnival, Begins Tonight 
With the setting of the sun tonight 

tho Jews of the world will begin the 


celebration of the festival of Purim, 
which has been called ‘the Hebrew 
Mardi Gras” because of the carnival 
spirit. which murks its observance. 
Purim falls on the fourteenth of the 
month Adar, which corresponds this 
year to the twelfth of March. As the 
Jewish people count .days from sunset 
to sunset, however, Purim commences 
this evening. 

Purim, of the Festival of Lots, was 
instituted by Bordecai and commem- 
orates the deliverance of the Jews 
from the destruction with whicn they 
wers threatened by Haman. It Is a 
day of Joy and gladness and in some 
Jewish centers of population it Is 
marked by masquerading, processions, 
the lighting of bonfires, the burning 
of Haman in effigy, the singing of 
comic songs and other manifestations 
of the carnival spirit. 

Haman, who was hanged so high 
that he gained a permanent place in 
history, was a favorite of King Ahas- 
uerus of Persia. He was a-villian of 
the deepest dye, and in order to re- 
venge himself on Mordecai the Jew, 
he plotted the exterminztion of all the 
Jews In the kingdom. He was thwar- 
ted by Esther, fell into disgrace with 
the monarch, and wrought his own 
ruin and the upbuilding of the Jews. 
The story Is told in the book of Esther» 
and {it is so remarkable for its dram- 
atic unity and in the perfect cast of 
characters presented as to be com- 
parable to a Shakespearean play. Its 
dramatic qualities are such that many 
higher critics have refused to believe 
that it is a record of real history and 
attribute it to some early playwright. 
Many Jewish scholars accept this 
view of the book of Esther, for the rea: 
son that the author makes no men- 
tion of the name of Jehovah, 

Purim, as a festival, is alleged by 
some to be an outgrowth of a more 
anclent Babylonian celebration, which 
in turn was based on an old Elamitic 
myth. In this respect it resembles 
most Christian festivals, which had 
thelr origin in paganism, Mordocal 
himself instituted the observance of 
Purim, according to the Talmud, by 
the reading of the book of Esther in 
the synagogue. This custom is still 
followed, and this evening and again 
tomorrow morning the wonderful 
story of Esther will be read from a 
written scrool called Mogillah, In syn- 
agogues all over the world, The re- 
cltal is a solemn and impressive cere- 
mony and vast crowds always gather 
to hear the mellifluous oratory of-the 
cantors. In olden times’ and even to- 
day in some of the more remote Jew- 
Ish centers, thee recital was punctu- 
ated with shrill hissing by the audience 
at every mention of Haman'‘s name. 

The Interchange of gifts and the 
sending of food and money to the poor 
is a Purlm custom, Long ago Mt be- 
frame customary to make collection in 
the synagogues in aid of the needy: 
The poorest Jew, even one who was 
hinself dependent upon charity, was 
supposed to give something ty some 
Jew even more impoverished than 
himself. 

After the formal ceremonial in the 
synagogues the observance of Purim 
now takes on a social and convivial 
nature. That Israel's enemies are al- 
ways in the end defeated and pun- 
ished, and that the Jewish people are 
capable of surviving all plots and per- 
secutions, are the lessons derived 
from Purim. The festival-is a favor- 
Ite with the fair sex, and as early 
as the third century Rabbi Joshua-ben 
Levi prescribed compulsory nttend- 
ance at Purim services for the fair 
sex, because it was a woman, Queen 
Esther, through whom the wonderful 
deliverance of the Jews was accom- 
plished,

Cipriani, Itallan Rebel, 
Begins 70th Year Today, 

Amilcare Ciprianl, the fire-eating Ita- 
lian revolutionist and veteran of Gari- 
bald's army, will begin his seventieth 
years today, having been born in old 
Rimini on March 11, 1845. No hero of 
a Richard Harding Davis novel ever 
had so many hairbreadth escapes as 
Cipriani, who has served many terms 
in prison, has been twice condmned to 
death, and is now an exile from his na- 
tive land. A few weeks ago he was 
elected to the Italian chamber of depu- 
ties by a Milan constituency, but the 
decree of banishment will prevent him 
from taking his seat, as it has on elght 
previous occasions when Italian social- 
ists have chosen Cipriani as their re- 
presentative at Rome. Cipriant has been 
described in some of the press dis- 
patches as.an anarchist, but this is an 
error, as he is a disciple of the Marxian 
philosophy, In his latter years, spent 
principally in France, he has been a 
student, and he has come to believe 
that education, rather than war and 
violence, will saye the world. 

Cipriani was a lad of 14 when he be- 
gan his adventurous career, enlisting 
as a soldier in the army that defended 
ltaly against the Austrian invasion. 
He took part in the battles of Magenta 
and Solferfno, when the Austrians were 
defeated. When the peace pact, at 
which Italy was dismayed, was signed 
at Villafranca, and Garibaldi exhorted 
the Italians to arms, Cipriani! deserted 
and joined Garibaldi at Naples. He 
was with the leader of the red-shirted 
army when Garibaldi met Victor Em- 
manuel and sald, “King of Italy,” and 
he heard that monarch’s reply, “I thank 
Cipriani followed the fortunes 
of Garibaldi, in his campaign for “Rome 
or death,” until the leader was wound- 
ed and taken prisoner at Aspromonte in 
August, 1862. It was then that Cipri- 
ani heard for the first time the sen- 
tence of death passed upon him. The 
lad escaped, and for several years liy- 
ed the life of a wandering outcast In

Was recognized, arrested, and conyict- 
ed of desertion from the army, Again 
he found himself behind prison walls, 
and while there he was first elected to 
parliament by the socialists. He was 
pardoned after a few months, but his 
revolutionary utterances soon got him 
into troublé;again, and he served an- 
other. prison term of two years. 4

years ago today, beginning with the 


regret that the sentence of death 
passed upon Louis Riel was permitted 
to be carried into execution. Mr. 
Landry, a conservative, did not mince 


words in condemning the government 
for the death of Riel, which he called 
a breach of the laws of justice and 
humanity, the gratification of a de- 
sire for vengeance, and the heartless 
and wanton ~--sacrifice of a French- 
Canadian Catholic upon the “altar of 
sectarian hatred and_ bigotry.” He 
quoted the statement of the French 
Conservative journal, “Le  Monde:” 
Fanaticism wants a victim; Riel has 
been offered as a holocaust; and 
Orangeism has hanged him for hate 
and to satisfy an old thirst for re- 
venge.” Other speakers followed with 
similar fierce denunciation. Mr. 
Wilfrid Laurier, in a speech remark- 
able for its fine oratorical qualities, 
deseribed Riel’s execution as “the sa-

Feminine Physicians. 


The first regular medical college for 

the education of female physicians was 
the Women's Medical College of Penn- 
sylvania, which was incorporated 64 
years ago today. The first woman au- 
| thorized to practice medicine in Amer- 
{ca was Dr, Elizabeth Blackwell, a na- 
|} tive of Bristol, England, who studied 
medicine at Geneva, N.Y, and obtained 
degree of M.D. in 1839. With her sis- 
jter Emily she opened the New York 
| Infirmary for women and children in 
1845, organizing in connection with it 
the Women’s Medical College of New 
York in 1857, Two years later she re- 
gistered as a physiclan in England, 
and after serious objections from the 
masculine doctors was permitted to 
practice, Miss Garrett, afterwards 
Mrs. Anderson, was licensed to prac- 
Uce medicine in London in 1865, and 
With the assistance of Dr. Blackwell, 
Prof. Huxley and others opened the 
School of Medicine for Women in 
London in 1874, the first institution 
of its kind in Great Britain. The fair 
physicians of England were placed on 
the same legal footing with men by 
the medical act of 1876, Dr. Mary 
Walker attended Middlesex Hospital 
in London, in a modified masculine 
garb, in 1866.
